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REMARKS 

In the Office Action 1 , the Examiner rejected claims 1 , 2, 6, and 7 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b) as being anticipated by Golden et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,272,127, hereafter 
" Golden "), allowed claims 1 1-23, and objected to claims 3-5 and 8-10 as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim. 

By this Amendment, Applicants cancel claims 1 and 6, without prejudice or 
disclaimer, and amend claims 2-4 and 7-9. Claims 2-5 and 7-23 remain pending. 

Applicants acknowledge the Examiner's indication that claims 1 1-23 are 
allowable, and that claims 3-5 and 8-10 contain allowable subject matter. Applicants 
have rewritten claims 3 and 8 to include all the elements of claims 1 and 6, from which 
claims 3 and 8 formerly depended, respectively. Accordingly, claims 3 and 8 are 
allowable. Claims 2, 4, 5, 7, 9, and 10 depend from claims 3 or 8, and are also 
allowable at least due to their dependence. 

In view of the foregoing remarks, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration 
of this application and the timely allowance of the pending claims.
